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Ow was it that they former'y Preferved 
—" Bodies for (o long a time, without their 


corrupting ? 

Anfw. The Ancients were fo carefull, not only of 
preferving the Images OF their Fore-fathers, but alio of 
keeping their Bodies, that tney vai ioufly Emba ' d them. 
The Grecians wafhed them in Wine ming ed with warm 
Water, and then put them into Oy] ot Olives, Honey, 
or Wax. The Exhropians firft faired them, and then put 
them into Veflels of Glafs. In the Canary Iflands they 
fealon'd them in the Sea, 2 1d afterwards dryed them in 
the Sun. The Scythians place thes Ipon Mountains co- 
vered with Snow, orin the cooleft Caves. The Indi- 
any covered them with Aes, the Egyptians believing 
that Corrupted Bodies role not again, and that the Soul 
was fenfible of the Bodies Corruption, were as Curious 
in the preferving of them as any Nation whatever ; 
they filled them with Myrrh, Cynamo! aad other Spi- 
ces. or with Oy] of Cedar, then they falted them with 
Nitre, whofe Acrimony corfumed ail the luperfiuous 
Humidities which caufed PutretaCtioa. 


Queft. 2. What ws Anger ? ; ; 
a. Nature has (o provided for the fatisfaction of 
Animals, that fhe has given them not only an Appetite 
to purtue good and avoid evil, when both may be done 
without difficulty 5 but alto a different one to give Cou- 
rage to the former, and to furmount the difficulties oc- 
curring in the purfuit of that good, and avoiding that 
evil, called the Irafcible Appetite,trom Anger, the ftrong- 
eft of its Paflions, which ferves to chek the fharpnets 
ot Grief, as Fear and Boldnefs come to the afliltance of 
Flight, and Defire is guarded with Hope and Delpair: 
This is the Opinion of Plato, who makes three forts 
of Souls, one which Reafons, another which Covers, and 
the third which is Difpleated; the firft of which he 
laces in the Brain, the fecond in the Liver, and the 
fat in the Heart. Anger then is a Paffion. of the lrafct- 
bl: Appetite, caujed by the Aprebenfion of a prefent evil, 
wiiici may be repelled, but with fome difficulty: Its Prin- 
ciple is the Soul, its Inftruments the Spirits, its Matter 
the Blood, its Sear the Heart, not the Will, as Cardan 
believed ; for the Actions of the Will not being Orga- 
nical, make no Impreflions on the Body. oo 
f-on a Yemper of Body hot-and dry, and eafie to be 
inflamed, or fromthe diverfity of Seaions, Times, Ages 
and Sexes. Hence the Choleric and Young Pertons are 
more inclined to it than the Phlegmatie and Aged, be- 
caufe they have a Temper more proper to this Pati 
ov: Women and Child:ea are eafily difpleafed thro 
Weaknets of Mind; as ‘tis a fign of a fublime Spirit not 
to be trouble at any taing, but to believe that as eve- 
ry thing is below it feli, 1o nothing is capable of hurt- 
it, which Reafon Arifforle made ule of to appeate 
Rage of Al-sander, teiliog him, he ought never ro 
he Incenfed aga'n{t his Inferiours, but only again{t his 
Equals or Superiouts ; and the: orig none that contd 
eqiial hym, much lefs furpafs hen, he had no Caule ot 
Anger. Anger is ong of che molt ‘orm’d and mon- 
ft-ous Paflions, fo violent ft’ ur it canes the Face to 
look pale, aicerwards ! the Eve iparkles, the Voice 
trembles, the Pulfe bees with violence, the Hair be- 
comes (Hf, the Mouth foams, the ‘iseth cl fh, the Hand 
cannot hold, che Mind is nolo ogei in its own Power, 
but is befide ic felf for fome time, Anger not differing 
from Rage but in duration; which made a Philofopher 
tell his Servant he wou'd Che «'e him if he were not 
Angry: And the Emperor Theodefius Commanded his 
Officers never te execute avy Peron by his Orders ‘rill 
afier three days; and Xenedorus adviled Augu/tus never 
to determine any thing when he found himielf Angry, 
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"rill he had firft foft!y repeated che twenty four Letters 
of che Greek Alphabet: And indeed if this Paflion be 
noc reprefled, it tranfports a Man fo out of himfelf, that 
he is incenfed not againft Men only, but even againft 
Beafts, Plants, and inanimate things, as Ctefiphon, who 
in great Fury fell co Kicking with a Mule, and Xerxes 
who fcourged the Sea. And it even reduces Men to 
fuch Brutality, that they fear not to lofe themtelves 
for ever, if they can but be revenged of them that have 
offeaded ’em. 


Queft. 3. What Age and Conftitution can bet bear Fafi- 
ing, and which is the propere/t Seafon for it ? 

Anjw. Ie is Obfervable chat our Bodies are like a 
Lamp, to which the Natural Heat is initead of Fire, 
and the Radical Moifture of Oy}. An Embrio wou'd 
be as foon dead es form’d, if the Blood of tie Mother 
who gave it Life did not ferve. for Ovi and Matter to 
entertain the Natural Heat which contumeth part thereof, 
and concoéteth aud diliccateth che reft, and by little and 
little extendeth what the Genitures have contributed 
into Bones, Nerves, Veins, Arteries, Mulcles and Skin, 
till the Houfe becomes too little for its Inhabitant, 
and it gets a Lodging ellewhere; and whereas before 
he lived in common, and with the Life of his Mother, 
he henceforth begins to keep his Ordinary apart, but 
fo regularly, that he needs no more than his two Bottles 
for Day and Night. Now ‘tis certain that a New- 
born Child has been often feen to live two or three 
Days without fucking, and continually to reject the 
Milk offered it by the Nurfe ; the Nourifhment ic had 
drawn by the Navle in too great abundance fupplying 
thac defeét, as the Yolk of an Egg doth in the Body of 
a Chicken newly hatched: But when the Child be- 
f!ns to fuck, the fluidity of Milk dees not affard fuffici- 
ent Nourifhment to preferve it for fo long time with- 
out ie; and cheretore “twas ridiculous in Cratippus to 
Write a ‘Letter to his Sons Nurie to make him faft, chat 
he might be accuftom’d to abflinence berimes, that Age 
being no more. capable of a Habit than of Dilctpline. 
Aypocrates faith that Children bear Eafting worfe than 
grown Perfons, and thofe than Old Men, becaufe they 
abound more with Natural Heat, efpecially thofe (faith 
he ) that have the beft Wits : Likewife Tempers, Sea- 
fons, Countries, different Exercifes, diverfity of Food 
Cuftom, and the Di{pofition of Health, aid the, Ore 
gans, make a great diiference in it. Of Tempers, the 
Choleric is the moft impatient of Fafting, they cainot 
fleep unlefS their Belly be full, and by its mild Va- 
pours temper the Acrimonous Exhalations of their Cho- 
ler, which otherwite caufes the exafperated Spirits to 
move in the Arteries and Organs of the Senfes, inftead 
of filing them with the benign Vapours that caule fleep , 
and from hence comes that Proverb, Choller and Hun- 
ger make 4 Man fretful, and, The hunery Belly hath no 
Lars. The Sanguine likewile is not very fit for long 
Abftinence : The Melancholly bears it better. But a- 
bove ail the Phlegmatick, to thele one Days Fafting 
is no more than tor the others to want a Breakfaft. 
Examples of Fafting are afforded us by Bears, Sea- 
Calves, Dormice, Snails, Serpents, and other Infeéts 
which remain hid in their Caverns for feveral Months, 
ufiog Reft inftead of Food; their Natural Heat being 
then fo weak, that the fat or vifcous Flegm where- 
with they are provided, fuffices to fixpport them all 
the time. And of the Seafons; Winter makes fuch as 
Faft to think the Days longer than the Sun makes 
them, becaufe Nature is then moft vigorous. Nexc 
Winter, Autumn is Seaft proper, for the fame Reafon. 
The Spring is more fit, in regard of the Plenty of Blood 
that a bbls in us: But Summer moft of all, — 
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there needs lefs Fewe! for a lefs Fire, as our Internal 
Heat is at that time. 


weft. 4. I am at prefent with my Mother, where I 
oftentimes undergo very hard meafures as any can ima- 
gine ; and all by the Infinuation of a Servant Maid to 
my Mother.

ed her Love not realaccordirg to the Prefs ent; the’s 
one who has no Parts, ill Condit oied, and wanting 
a!l good Lineaments ; Now, Gentlerren, [humbly befeeci 
you, that you would fully fatisfie we, why my Morler frou 
be fo unnatural 10 me, and ule me in (uch manner; and 
withall pray let me know, what this Maid mers and wat 
her Intentions are ? In fo doing you will gratifie your 
humble Servant. 


An(w. Certainly it muft be a prejudice of an un- 
common Nature, that has overtaken your Mother, or 
elle the Cafe is not fairly ftared by you, it the taule 
be yours, you have the lefs Reafon to complain ; if your 
Mothers, your beft way is to get a Friend to ipeak 
to her about it, that fhe may hear you, which cannot 
be juftly deny'd you. As for the Maid, as ‘tis uei- 
ther her Duty nor Bufinefs, fo no doubre but (if you 
are found Innocent ) your Mother will look uvon her 
as fhe deferves, and take another in her place lefs amo- 
rous and more Modeft, both for your Reputation ard 
Quiet, and to prevent Scandals and other Inconyeui-
